Tbe road will lie UKl miles 
lone mill savo 0(H) miles in getting West Vir- 
ginia coal and iron to tbe west. The ii;;ioil 
made famous by the Hatfleld-Mc( ny tnuihle- 
will b«' cro.ssed by this road. 

Presideiii Ingalls, of the Chesain-ake & 
Ohio, is adopting a policy looking for local 
triuie that will develop this state. Chesa- 
peake & Ohio surveyors have recently lioeii 
over a tract 1,000 miles square locating feed- 
ers up every stream that empties into the 
Kanawha up the Ouyandotte river for a dis- 
tance of !:;.> miles. Senator Camden and 
the Ohio River Railroad company are build- 
ing a feeder to the Ohio river systi-m that 
will connect with the Norfolk & Western. 

A trunk line from Charleston, S. ("., is to 
Ix' exteiuled through this state to the Chesa- 
peake <t Ohio. 

Senator Camden and party are building a 
road from Clarksburg to Weston to develop 
the famous (.-oal fields of the interior. 

Ex-Senator D.ivis has 1,000 men at work 
completing the Weet Virginia central. 

The Hiack Diamond railroad, costing 115,- 
000,000, bivs iieen surveyed from hare to the 
Virginia line. 

The territories tlurough whii-h these roniLs. 
which will all be standard gauge, run are 
rich in the flneat timber and coal.

HIGH TIDES AND HEAVY SEAS. 

Considerable namuKe Done on the New 

Jvr*fy anil l.ang IhIuiuI ( oasts. 
Nkw Yohk, March 23. — Unusually high 
tides and heuvy seas wrought sail havoc 
along the New Jersey and Long Island 
coasta Thoraday, and tha damafa to prop- 
erty will amount to hundreds of thousand 
dollars. 

At Coney Uand the water surged back 
over the meadows in the direction of Kheepe- 
head, even the race ooorie being submerged. 
The asphalt pavansat ou the walk to 
Brighton Beach is badly damaged. 

At Wset Brighton the bulkheads about the 
naw Iron pier, wid soma of tha amall frame 
buildings on Surf aTaaiw hmw sullsred some 
damage. 

At Seabright, N. J., the heavy sea carried 
away the bulkheads of John P. Dnnoan, w. 
J, Hiker, P. D. Harmon, Wheelar H. Peck 
ham and others, and uadarmlaed tha oottago 
of Mm Chriatahi Barter. 

At Long Branch tha beach is broken up 
into Ocean avenue. Campbell^ massive 
concrato bulkhead has toppled over. 

The New Jereey Southern railroad tracks, 
bet w ee n Seabright aad Highlands, is cov- 
ered with sand, whioh Is thrown out by the 
ocean faster than ^ laborers can 

shovel it away. 

At Atlantic City the damage Ls very great. 
Tbe board walk along tbe beach has l>een 
washed away from Misssissippi to Michigan 
avenues. Bath bouses, pavilions, and other 
small structurtw near the beach have been 
demolished. AW along the beach aud for 300 
feet up the avenues debris ie strewn on all 
sides, while down at tbe lower end it is piled 
up at some points to a height of ten feet. 

Several families living near the beucb bad 
barely time to escape before their housou 
succumbed to the waves. Among tbe hou.seii 
destroyed are those of C. J. Kelly and Mrs. 
Priestly. Pulitzer's bath hou.sn, Fit/.|>n trick's 
saloon aud liatli house, tbe bath bouses of

a homestead entry upon aaid laada; and, 
provided furthar, that tba righta of honor- 
ably discharged Unim soUiara and sailors 
to tba tota civil war aa deSned and dbseribcl 
to aaotiona 2804 and «Q6 of tha reviseil 
Btetutas shall not ba abridged; and provided 
further, that each entry shall be in square 
form aa nearly as praoUoabla, and no person 
be permitted to enter more than one quarter 
section thereof, but until said lands are 
opened for settlement by proobunation of 
the pn-sidi-nt, uo p«>rsou shall bo porniiit>.-d 
to enter upon and occupy the same, and no 
person violating this provision shall ever be 
permitted to enter any of said lands or ac- 
quire any riglit thereto. 

The secretary of the interior may, after 
snid proclamation, and not before, permit 
entry of said lands for town sites under Se<-- ' 
tions 2887 and U383 of the revised statutes, I 
but no such entry shall embrace more than I 
one-half sectiou of land. I 

All of these provisions are to ap|)ly to tho i 
disposal of the lands acquired from the Mus- 
cogee or (.'reek Indians January lU. 188U.
